An unknown negro was shot and 
instantly killed by Captain Kennedy 
of tho night force of the city polico 
Fridny morning about 3:iU) o’clock, 
while the snid negro wns in the act 
of burglariscing the jewelry» store of 
Chnrles Price on East State street. 
Ho had gnined nn entrnncc to the 
building through a side window nenr 
the rear, and after looting the show­ 
cases was evidently in tho act of 
leaving when he was discovorcd. He 
refused to throw up his hands when 
ordered to do so, and reached under 
his coat as if to draw a weapon when 
Cnptain, Kennedy fired tho sliot that 
ended his life. Tlie net was strictly 
in th(! line of duty of the officer and 
the coroner’s jury not only exoner­ 
ated him from all blame, but com­ 
mended the offi<'or for “his vigilance 
in the discharge of his duties.”. 


The burglary was evidently planned 
liy two men or more, whom Dr. Dun- 
ciin, .who lives over the store, heard 
conversing in the rear of the building 
shortly before the man was nppre-; 
hended. X ojrace of the accomplice 
of the dead n)«n has boon found.

The matter was first brought to the 
attention of the police about 
o’clock 
or ixirh.«ips a little later by John 
Troy, who notifiod Policemnn Mur- 
gatroyd on the north side of the 
square that he thought he heard the 
sound of breaking glass enst of the 
square, probably on East State street. 
Mr. Troy had been to Draper’s restaur­ 
ant, but found that closed, and was 
returning along the north side of the 
Hquaro when he hoard the crash of 
glass. He \ as nbout in front of Mc­ 
Ginnis’ shot stoic when he heard the 
noisi and meeting Murgatroyd at the 


>iner of isprth Main street, told him 
d)0ut It 
Murgatroyd Went at once 
to East State street, trying to dis­ 
cover where the glass had been brok­ 
en. .He stopped in front of the jew­ 
elry store, whore ho stood for several 
minutes. 
Thinking 
ho 
heard the 
sound of footstopa ou the inside, he 
went around to the oast side of the 
building 
and 
there discovered the 
broken glass. He again heard some 
one moving about in the room, and 
rnn silently to the corner 
of 
the 
square for help. His whistle was an­ 
swered by Cnptain Kennedy, who was 
at the Farrell bank conversing with 
Jerry SweenViy, the merchant police­ 
man. 
Captain 
Kennedy 
at 
once 
started in the direction he thought 
the whistle came from—the north­ 
east corner of the square. He w’as 
there told that the call was from East 
State street, and he t.urned in that 
direction. 


^Murgatroyd had in tlie meantime 
run bnck to the store and had taken 
his stand at the. corner of the nlley. 
When Kennedy eanic up ho told him 
tho circumstnnce.s nnd together they 
went to the broken window and look­ 
ed in, Cnptain Kennedy thrusting his 
head and arm, holding his revolver, 
into tho window. Ho could see noth­ 
ing at first, but a moment Inter the 
man rose up suddenly from behind 
tho work bench, which is immediate­ 
ly inside the window, only tho upper 
pprtion. of his body showing above 
the bench. 


O R D E R E D H A N D S UP. 


Captain Kennedy ordered ‘‘liands 
up,” but instead of obeying the man 
reached into his clothes, as if to draw 
a gun, and Kennedy fired. Th(j burg­ 
lar dropped at once out of sight, and 
the officers, not knowing whether the 


bullet had struck it» mark o r‘not; 
broke in tho aide door, as both it and 
tho front door were looked. As soon 
as nn entrnncc was gained tho »fficera 
bognn a sonrch for the man, whom 
they finally found 
lying 
nenr tho 
front of tiie store, behind tho coim* 
ter, <lead. The bullet had tnken ef­ 
fect in his chest, just, above the lienrt 
and a little to the right side?. 
Me 
ha«l crawled from thn renr of the 
.store nfter having been shot, and the 
floor for this distance was reeking 
with blood, 


Mr. Price was notified of tin; nc- 
curr(‘nce, nnd also Mr. Gilllnim. the 
undertaker. 
Upom 
the 
arrival of 
Mr. Gillham the body was .‘inarcïlied 
and from insido the man’s shirt were 
tnken thirty-one watches, three watch 
chains, three rings nntl fourteen lock­ 
ets, to the total value of about. $200. 
There was nlso a book on his per­ 
son, l>earing the names of Ed Ford, 
of St. Louis, nnd Peter Johnson.

Dr, W. P. Duncnn, who has his 
office and rooms above the jewelry 
store, wns awakened shortly before 
o’clock Friday morning, by two men 
talking in the roar of tho building, 
and heard 
tho 
whole proceedings. 
Drunken men sometimes get into the 
area way behind the store and nre nn- 
nblo to find their wny out, so, Mr. 
Duncnn paid no nttention to the oc­ 
currence, hut lay awake'and listened. 
The two pérsom moved about con­ 
siderably and talked in a low ' t one 
of voice 
for 
some time. 
As Mr. 
Duncan listened lie heard steps which 
he recognized as those of Jsaac Hicks, 
the merchant policeman, coming up 
tho nlley from tho north, and died 
nw'ny in the distance ns lie pnsscd 
around the corner 
to 
Enst Stntc 
street anti went townrd the square. 
While Mr. Hicks wns i)assing by the 
sounds in the rear ceased, and this 
at once aroused Dr. Dnncan^s sus­ 
picions. He started to get un to cnll 
the police, when ho heard tho steps 
of the men in tliQ nlley. 
He then 
pnuscd to listen*, nnd heard a low call 
in tho voicc of a negro. Following 
soon upon this was 
the 
sound of 
breaking glass. 
As he did not henr 
the glass fall upon tho pavement, 
and the sound wns so distinct, he 
imagined that tjio men hnd mounted 
the stairs to his office and had broken 
ill' thé transom, as the sound was as 
though the glass hnd fallen upon a 
rug. 
Ho then heard 
stops 
which 
sounded as though they might be in 
his office, and sounds as if some one 
wns going through his desk. Ho de­ 
cided that the wisest plan to follow 
was to remain in his room and- be 
readj' for them if they came in, as 
there wns no ono else in the apart­ 
ments, and he did not wish to attack 
tw* men single handed. 


Soon afterward he heard a police 
call and answer, and tho sound of 
somebody running toward the'build- 
ing on State street. Soon there was 
a inufHed command, followed by the 
reix>rt of a pistol, and he went down 
to see what tho trouble wns. Ho had 
heard the stops of but ono m an.af­ 
ter tho glass wns broken, nnfl heard 
nothing further of his companion. 


Mr. Hicks, after i)assing through 
the alley,.went west on State street 
nnd through the squaro tn the post- 
office.

was the aceomplie« of the other, and 
was watching Mr. Hicks to keep the 
coast clear.
